Progress and accomplishment of the Security Branch, has 
been delayed by a variety of difficulties, including the following; 

a. Uncertainty of organizational status. 

b. Absence of authorization and approval to eigage in 
planning functions for Censorship and counterintelligence 
programs. 

c. Approval of T/Os has been tentative, pending decisions 
relative to organizational placement and functions. 

d. Keed for authoritative approval and delineation of 
exact responsibilities. 

e. Divided responsibilities for CIG security functions 
in 0CD, P & A Branch, and 0S0. 

Pending. at the present time, for activation on or about 1 July, is a 
plan of organization which contemplates the Incorporation of the pre- 
sent Security Branch into a Staff element of CIG under* the Executive 
Director. This plan should, do much to clarify the responsibilt ies , 
authorities and functions and should resolve some if not all of the 
difficulties mentioned above. 

As a matter of practical operation, the Security Branch, 
as currently constituted, has been functioning as a consulting or 
advisory office on such matters relating to security and the safe- 
guarding of information as have iShMffiiSMXXSSSMX been presented to 
tne various Offices and component units of CIG and on which these 
Offices and units seek guidance or decisions. 
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Repeated consideration has been given to the question of 
what th, function of the Central Intelligence Group should/in* the 
field of counterintelligence coordination. Guidance is delired from 
the Director of Central Intelligence as to the extent of participa- 

ti0n in J lannin g..?^ implementation of a program in this field that he 
wishes or expects from the Security Branch. 

It is felt that a need exists for broad national policies 
to govern the coordination of counter iatoUige nee activities and pro- 
cedures related to national security. 


A survey initiated pripr to June 1946 by th© Central Plan- 
n nS t&ff and conduct ed by the^ Security Branch of CIG disclosed that 
a comprenensive national program providing for the central direction, 
coordination and supervision of our foreign count4rintelli geBC e activ- 
ities and of the internal security control procedures of the depart- ) 

Eents and agencies of the Federal Government which relate to national 
security did not exist. 

It is believed that; the Central Intelligence Group is the 
logical and appropriate agency of the Federal Government to assume 
active responsibility for centralized coordination with reference to 
Cl matters relating to national security. 


Planning studies and recommendations have been previously 
submitted and nave been held in abeyance by higher authority. Author- 
ity and responsibility to discharge this function has never been ea- 
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
